Office Action Summary

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1. The drawings are objected to because al block elements must be functionally 
labeled in compliance with rules 83(a) and 84(o). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. Note MPEP 606.01. 



3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used 
in patent claims, such as "means " and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details.

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The terms "small" and "large" in claim 9 are a relative terms which render the 
claim indefinite. The terms "small" and "large" are not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 
Applicant should recite a relationship instead, like "smaller (or larger) than a first value" 
which would at least define an identifiable comparison. 
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8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Iu. 

The motion estimation system of Iu (noting particularly Figs. 4 and 7) can be used 
in frame-rate conversion (e.g. col. 1 lines 27-30), which involves determining that the 
state of each pixel assumes a stationary or motion state using threshold comparison (col. 
5 lines 20-30; hardware inherently required to carrying out the function: element 814 in 
the encoding application). When certain pixels (referred to as "outliers") at a motion 
boundary do not assume the same state value (determined by a comparison difference 
between neighboring pixels, the motion value is rejected (e.g. col. 3 lines 14; hardware 
again inherent; element 816 in the encoding arrangement). 

Although correction of pixels based on (what can be considered) erroneous 
motion (i.e. unacceptable or inconsistent states so determined by threshold comparison) is 
not explicitly stated, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
consider the objective function determination of Iu as correcting for pixels which would 
otherwise be erroneously categorized by virtue of removing the outliers(noting again col. 
5 line 20-30), which thereby carries out frame rate conversion based on only reliable 
motion data. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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1 1 . Claims 9-14 appear allowable over the prior art.
